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Car park 
set to get 

revamp 


A MULTI-storey car park 
could receive a £211,000 
facelift if plans are approved 
by the district council. 

Concerns have been raised 
that the Guineas car park is 
under-used and that anti¬ 
social behaviour is making 
people afraid to park on the 
top levels outside of working 
hours. 

The proposals, which will 
be discussed by the cabinet 
on Tuesday, suggest carrying 
out security improvements 
such as better internal light¬ 
ing and CCTV provision as 
well as general decoration to 
improve the appearance of 
the car park. 

The Guineas car park is cur¬ 
rently short-stay but council¬ 
lors hope to create a long-stay 
facility on the top level. 

Funding for the project will 
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come from money set aside 
from Waitrose, which pledged 
to fund better long-stay park¬ 
ing in the town when its store 
in Fred Archer Way was built. 

Cllr Stephen Edwards, cabi¬ 
net member for resources, 
governance and performance 
at Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil, was enthusiastic about 
the project. 

He said: “The intention is 
that we are looking to incor¬ 
porate improvements to the 
lighting, to the CCTV and 
generally looking at making a 
more friendly car park. 

“It is not very loved at the 
moment and we would like to 
see people using it more than 
they currently are. 

He added: ““If people feel 
safe then they are more likely

to use it. We hope that ex¬ 
tra lighting and CCTV would 
make people feel happier us¬ 
ing it.” 

According to the report, 
there is an imbalance of park¬ 
ing in Newmarket which fa¬ 
voured short-term parking 
rather than long-stay. 

Cllr Edwards said: “If the 
Home of Horseracing project 
comes off, which it looks like 
it will, there maybe a demand

for more long-term car park¬ 
ing.” 

If his suggestions are ac¬ 
cepted then £150,000 would 
be spent on improving the car 
park with a further £21,000 
spent on more efficient LED 
lights which councillors hope 
will save £124,000 in running 
costs over the next 10 years. 

A further £25,000 would be 
used for CCTV provision while 
£15,000 would be spent on a 
general sprucing-up of the car 
park to compliment a new long 
stay area on the top deck. 


Ross McKittrick, centre 
manager at The Guineas, said: 
“There has been anti social be¬ 
haviour there in the past but I 
am not sure it is so much of a 
concern now. 

“Any kind of improvement in 
there which would make peo¬ 
ple feel more comfortable will 
be great.” 

Diane Robertshaw, chair of 
the Newmarket Retailer’s Asso¬ 
ciation, said businesses would 
be keen to see better parking 
which would bring people into 
the town.

Virus warning 
to horse owners 


HORSE owners are warned to 
take care following outbreaks of 
a dangerous equine virus. 

The Animal Health Trust 
(AHT), based in Kentford, has 
issued a set of guidelines for 
horse owners and event organ¬ 
isers to prevent the spread of 
Equine HerpesVirus (EHV-1). 

There has been a spike in cas¬ 
es of the infectious disease over 
the last six months as the AHT 
has assisted with six outbreaks 
across the country since No¬ 
vember 2012, with cases found 
in East Anglia, Somerset, Devon 
and Gloucestershire. 

EHV-1 often remains dormant 
within horses and is similar to a 
human cold sore virus; however 
it can reactivate itself, which is 
believed to be caused by stress, 
causing respiratory problems 
and abortion in pregnant mares. 

In some rare cases it can 
cause neurological problems 
which lead to paralysis. 

The AHT has raised concern 
about horses mixing at events 
which could cause the disease 
to spread; however the trust 
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cautioned that this was true of 
all infectious diseases and there 
was no need for undue alarm. 

The AHT has a stringent dis¬ 
ease surveillance programmes 
which regularly sees peaks and 
troughs of disease occurrence 
with no clear scientific explana¬ 
tion as to why this happens. 

Dr Richard Newton, head of 
epidemiology and disease sur¬ 
veillance at the AHT, said: “We 
have had a lot of enquiries from 
horse owners worried, in par¬ 



ticular, about the risk of EHV-1. 

“We have pulled together 
these guidelines to advise horse 
owners and event organisers on 
best practice to avoid the spread 
of infectious disease." 

He added: “This is, of course, 
in light of the recent EHV-1 out¬ 
breaks, but the advice would be 
the same when dealing with a 
case, or indeed outbreak, of any 
infectious disease.” 

Dr Newton added: “I would 
reiterate to anyone concerned 
that their horse may have been 
exposed to, or is infected with, 
EHV-1 or any other infectious 
equine disease to contact their 
local vet for advice as soon as 
possible.” 

Any owners or event organis¬ 
ers concerned whether a horse 
has EHV-1 should keep the 
animal quarantined from other 
horses until it is given the all 
clear by the vet.

Children could be missing out on important eye tests 


PARENTS are not taking advantage of free eye 
tests, a Newmarket opticians has said. 

Eye tests are free to children under the age of 
16, or 19 if they are in full-time education, but 
Suzanne French of Scrivens Opticians is con¬ 
cerned parents are not aware of this. 

Research by Aston University found only 22 
per cent of children get their eyes tested once 
a year. 

Ms French, branch manager of the opticians 
based in The Guineas shopping centre, said: 
”It is essential to protect vision in the early 
years of life. 


“Obstacles to vision such as squints and re¬ 
fractive errors can lead to a ’lazy’ eye, which 
unless detected and treated early could lead to 
irreversible visual impairment. 

“Poor vision can also effect a child’s educa¬ 
tional and social development. If a child can¬ 
not see the classroom board clearly or cannot 
see the words written on a page or computer 
screen comfortably, they will most likely fall 
behind their peers in development.” 

As well as the free eye test, children who 
need a prescription to help their vision can 
also have a range of free glasses on the NHS. 


Ms French said: “Undetected sight prob¬ 
lems are worryingly common, with one in 10 
children aged 12 to 13, and one in 20 aged 6 to 
7, having sight problems that require glasses, 
but do not have them. 

“The Easter Holidays is the perfect time to 
take your children to your local optician and 
get their eyes tested. 

She added: “We don’t want to worry parents; 
we simply want to raise awareness that expert 
services are available and are free of charge.”

When Lord Derby tried to 
develop his land, presumably for 
a profit, the Jockey Club spent 
thousands objecting and cost the 
taxpayers further thousands as 
FHDC had to defend its decision. 

In order to reclaim his land at 


the playing fields, also I expect for 
a profit, Mr Lambton must first find 
alternative football pitches. The 
only land in the town earmarked 
for football pitches belonged to the 
Jockey Club. 

So when Mr Lambton tried to get 
permission to put soccer pitches 
on land next door to the Jockey 
Club stud land, lo and behold 
the Jockey Club objected on the 
grounds that its land has been in 
the Development Plan for years and 
should be so recognised. 


In other words, the Development 
Plan is rubbish when the Jockey 
Club wants it to be, as at 
Hatchfield, but it is sacrosanct 
when it suits the Jockey Club 
relating to its land at the junction of 
Exning and Hamilton Roads which 
it is prepapred to sell, definitely 
at a profit. A large one too if Mr 
Lambton can be forced into buying 
it to release his land.

The picturesque Suffolk district, 
which covers the majority of the 
Newmarket area, came within the 
top 50 areas in the country according 
to the Halifax Quality of Life survey 
The national survey scored dis¬ 
tricts on a range of criteria, including 
health and life expectancy, exam re¬ 
sults, employment and earnings, the 
environment, crime rates and house 
price affordability 
A spokeswoman for Forest Heath 
District Council said the survey was 
great news for the district, which was 
a special place to live. 

She said: “A whole combination of 
factors makes the Forest Heath area 
a great place in which to live and 


work, and for visitors as well. 

“While the natural environment 
around us helps to make us spe¬ 
cial, it’s the way that partnerships, 
communities and individuals

Mr Burton added: 
“I can’t think of many 
places that have the 
advantages we have 
got in terms of herit¬ 
age, our cathedral, lo¬ 
cation and rail links.” 
The south east domi¬ 
nated Halifax’s list of 
countryside districts with 
the best lifestyles, with 
northern England account¬ 
ing for just three places in the top 
50 through Selby, the East Riding 
of Yorkshire and Hambleton, while 



Scotland and Wales were not repre¬ 
sented. 

The East of England triumphed, 
with Uttlesford in Essex in second 
place and neighbouring South Cam¬ 
bridgeshire sixth in the survey. 

Meanwhile fason Ablewhite, 
leader of Huntingdonshire District 
Council, said that it “was not a sur¬ 
prise at all” that Huntingdonshire 
was within the top half of the best 
rural areas in Britain. 

He said: “Fifty per cent of our pop¬ 
ulation live in very rural areas and if 
you take some of the villages such 
as Hemingford Abbots we have very 
beautiful places to live. 

“We are very close to Cambridge 
and have good links to London for 
employment so we have many pro¬ 
fessional people living here.”

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Student Zoey cheats 
death on Kenya trip

A COLLEGE pupil narrowly avoided 
being crushed by a building which 
trapped dozens of people whilst on a 
charity trip to Kenya. 

Zoey Barton, of Burwell, cheated 
death after she was pulled away from a 
collapsing building in Kisumu, Kenya, 
while working as official photographer 
for the Haverhill-based charity Focus 
on Africa in January 

The 17-year-old photography stu¬ 
dent at West Suffolk College decided to 
accompany the charity to Africa after a 
family friend told her about their work. 

But halfway through her trip, a four- 
storey building collapsed, trapping 
dozens of people within its walls. 

Zoey documented the recovery effort 
over the next few days, as the people 
worked desperately to pull survivors 
out of the rubble, using only their bare 
hands to shift the stones. 

She said: “I recorded this experience 
from behind my lens and included this 
body of work in my College portfolio. 

“This was a life-changing experience 
for everyone who witnessed the trage¬ 
dy. The photographs I took show how a 
community will always come together 
in a desperate situation.” 

The experience she had inspired 
Zoey to charge her perception of the 
country. 

She said: “Having seen film clips on 
TV about poverty and the third world, I 
thought that I wouldn’t be able to cope 
with the truth of it all. 

“Yes, it was devastating to see, but 
the happiness of the people I met on 
the journey shocked me more than 
anything.” 

Zoey added: “The children have no 
iPads or mobiles, but they are always 
hopeful for a better future. 

“Poverty isn't all tears and sadness. 
Yes it’s hard, day by day fighting for sur¬ 
vival in their world, but no matter how 
difficult it gets for a Kenyan child, the 
smile remains.” 

Zoey is now working with Focus on 
Africa to make it more accessible for a 
younger generation and plans to return 
to Kenya next year.

New flats 
proposed 
for empty 
pub site 


DISUSED pub buildings could be¬ 
come home to modem flats if an 
application is approved. 

Barns at the rear of the Carpen¬ 
ters Arms, in All Saints Road, New¬ 
market, could be turned into two 
one-bed apartments and two two- 
bed studio flats if the bid gets the 
go-ahead from the district council. 

The former pub is currently a 
house of multiple occupation, 
known as an HMO, but the 
barns at the back are not 
in use. 

A statement from the 
architects Lynwood As¬ 
sociates said the work 
would include internal 
alterations to the HMO at 
the front as well as the con¬ 
struction of the flats. 

The HMO currently has three 
bedrooms, one living room, two 
kitchens and three bathrooms on 
the ground floor while the first 
floor has seven bedrooms, with 
no kitchen or dining room and 
only one bathroom with a separate 
shower. 

The proposals would change it 
so each floor has five bedrooms, 
one living or dining room, one 
kitchen and two bathrooms. 

In the report it said: “The very 
nature of the location of these 
units directly behind an HMO in¬ 
dicates that the proposals should 
create small affordable units and

this is what we seek to achieve. 

“The two first-floor studios only 
occupy approximately the same 
area as a single one-bedroom 
apartment; however, we know 
from experience of the housing 
market in Newmarket the excep¬ 
tional demand there is for studio 
apartments.” 

Objections have been 
raised by neighbour David 
Edwards, whose home in 
Malt Close backs onto the 
property. 

Mr Edwards said: “I will 
not allow my garden and 
house to be overlooked by 
this development which is 
too close to have any type of 
rear-facing windows or open¬ 
ings. 

“I believe that this development 
will detract from my quality of life 
because I bought this house know¬ 
ing that this building was only go¬ 
ing to be used for storage.” 

William Gittus, managing di¬ 
rector for the Jockey Club Estates, 
asked for the applicant to remem¬ 
ber horses frequently pass by the 
front of the site on their way to and 
from the training grounds. 

Forest Heath District Council 
will make a decision on the plans 
at a later date.

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Survivor Gavin’s two missions - 
run a marathon and cure cancer 



DETERMINATION: Gavin is fighting fit and set to run the London Marathon 


When Gavin Garland was dangerously ill with a malignant tumour, he vowed two 
things: to run the London Marathon, and to find a cure for cancer. Next month he’ll 
achieve his first ambition and, as a scientist studying the disease that nearly killed 
him, is determined to achieve the second, too, as he told Emma Higginbotham 


N EXT month, a super-fit young 
Cambridge scientist will join 
thousands of runners on the 
starting line of the London 
Marathon. 

Nothing unusual about that - or so 
you might think. 

Eight years ago, Gavin Garland - 
then 15 - was seriously ill: a 
malignant tumour had spread from 
his nose to the lymph nodes in his 
neck. He could barely breathe, his 
weight plummeted to just four-and- 
a-half stone, and at one point 
doctors even told him there was 
nothing more they could do. 

But Gavin was determined not to 
give up. “I remember saying to my 
physio I’d run the London Marathon 
one day,” he says. “I think it was just 
a joke -1 guess at that stage I was 
just making daft promises. I told my 
doctor I would cure cancer as well, 
which was quite a big thing to say!” 

Yet today, Gavin is a third year PhD 
student at Homerton College. His 
scientific research focuses on a type 
of childhood lymphoma - and 
there’s every chance he might fulfil 
his second ambition too: “I certainly 
hope so,” he smiles. “I’m trying my 
hardest.” 

Originally from Coventry, Gavin 
was 14 when he caught a cold that he 
couldn’t seem to shake. “My nose 
was blocked, and it wouldn’t go 
away,” he recalls. “It was actually on 
my birthday that I went to the 
doctor: she thought it was just an 


infection.” 

The sprays and drops prescribed 
didn’t work, and Gavin began to 
have other mysterious symptoms. “I 
was getting very tired,” he says. “I 
was coming home from school and 
going straight to bed and sleeping. I 
was losing weight too -1 used to be 
quite chunky.” 

Eventually Gavin was referred to 
an ear, nose and throat specialist, 
and was diagnosed - wrongly - with 
angiofibroma, a benign tumour that 
could be removed with surgery. 

“I wasn’t too worried because I 
didn’t really understand what the 
operation would entail until later on. 
At that point I just wanted to be rid 
of whatever it was. But scans showed 
it was quite large, and was pushing 
on the bottom of my skull, near the 
brain. Then it started pushing on 
nerves in my face, so I had 
excruciating toothache and 
headaches, and it caused half my 
face to go numb. I was vomiting too 
- it was really frightening.” 

By this point, Gavin’s weight was 
dangerously low. He was admitted to 
hospital, yet even then, doctors still 
believed the tumour was benign: 
“but they could tell something was 
wrong, because I’d started to get 
secondary tumours the size of golf 
balls on both sides of my neck. When 
my surgeon saw me he did a double- 
take.” 

The surgeon operated to take a 
sample for analysis: two nights later, 


Gavin stopped breathing. 

“The tumour had pushed down on 
my palate, so the space I was 
breathing through was smaller than 
the width of a biro,” he explains. 
“Luckily my dad was there and he 
pressed the emergency button.” 

When the test results came back, 
the prognosis was poor: Gavin had 
lymphoma - an aggressive cancer of 
the white blood cells - and was 
immediately transferred to the 
Birmingham Children’s Hospital. 

“I slipped into a depression. I guess 
it was the shock of everything. It 
sounds horrible, but when you go 
into a ward and you see lots of kids 
with bald heads, it really hits you. 
Normally cancer patients can adjust 
gradually, but I was dropped right 
into the middle of it.” 

On top of the depression, Gavin 
had to live with the side-effects of 
the treatment: mouth ulcers, 
diarrhoea, sickness and headaches 
became part of everyday life: “It was 
like the worst flu you could 
imagine,” he says. 

By now, he had dropped from 11 
stone to just four-and-a-half stone, 
and could no longer walk, “and I 
didn’t want any of my friends to 
come and see me, because I was so 
self-conscious. But I started to 
respond really well to the 
chemotherapy, and the tumour 
shrank quite rapidly. I could breathe 
again.” 

After 12 weeks, Gavin was finally 
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released. Too ill to go back to school, he 
spent the next few months dividing his 
time between home and hospital. 

Eventually he felt well enough to see one 
of his friends again, “and Tom was really 
awesome. He just spent time with me, 
playing pool or playing on computer 
games. We didn’t really talk about it - it 
was like escapism.” 

But before long, Gavin faced more bad 
news: “They did another scan and found 
there was still some tumour remaining. 
The doctor said ‘there’s nothing else that 
we can throw at the tumour now, that’s 
everything, but we can work to make you 
as comfortable as possible’. They were 
basically saying I was going to die. 

“We went home, and prayed, and the 
next week they called me back and they 
said they’d decided to go ahead with the 
treatment anyway, just in case what they 
were seeing on the scan was scar tissue.” 

Gavin was given stem cell transplant, 
which meant a six-week stay in hospital: 
“That wiped me out. But then we got a 
dog, a mongrel called Sandy, so that was 
what kept me going through the last few 
weeks of my treatment - reading books on 
how to train your dog! She was a big part 
of getting me walking and exercising 
again. 

“At that point I was starting to feel 
better, and I went to see my friends. They 
had their Year 11 leavers’ ball and invited 
me to that, and at first I really didn’t want 
to go, because of my bald head. It was 
probably one of the hardest things I’ve 
done, and I felt very exposed, seeing all 
those people - you become quite insular 
because during treatment you’re used to 
seeing the same people every day. But it 
made me feel stronger because I did it.” 

Soon after, Gavin and his parents had a 
meeting with the school: he was 
encouraged to skip his GCSEs, other than 
maths and English, and concentrate on 
starting his A-levels. Yet within a 
fortnight of returning to school, Gavin 
had yet another setback. 

“My doctors called to say the results of 
the scan didn’t look good, and I’d have to 
have more radiotherapy. But because I 
was more positive at this stage, I made a 
sign - more for my parents than me - to 
stick on my wall. It said: ‘Anything else 
that the world throws at me can only 
strengthen my resolve to cure cancer’, 
and that was my philosophy.” 

Gavin completed a six-week course of 


radiotherapy, and returned to school after 
the October half term, by now determined 
to pursue a scientific career. 

“During the depression I remember 
thinking ‘why is this happening to me?’ 
And I came to the point where I thought 
well, it’s happened, and I guess it’s what 
you do because of that that’s important. 
That’s when I decided I wanted to help 
our understanding of cancer, so that 
patients don’t have to suffer as much.” 

And, says Gavin, he wasn’t just 
influenced by what he personally went 
through: “There was a 6-year-old lad on 
the ward called Lewis. His mum was 
lovely: she was quite a large lady, and she 
used to say ‘whenever you feel down, just 
imagine me in a polka-dot bikini’,” he 
grins. 

“Lewis had leukaemia, and while I was 
there he went into remission, then he 
relapsed. He had an underlying condition 
that they didn’t know he had, and it 
caused him to lose his eye, and then he 
had breathing problems. Eventually he 
passed away,” says Gavin quietly. “So that 
was a part of it too.” 

After sailing through his A-levels, Gavin 
went to Durham University to read cell 
biology. It was here that he was bitten by 
the running bug: “I wanted to go for 
walks to relax, but there wasn’t enough 
time because of all the work! So I decided 
to do running instead.” He’s since 
completed four half marathons - and now 
it’s time for the big one. 

“Because of what I’d said to the physio, it 
was something I’d always had in the back 
of my mind. And last year was the first 
time I’d felt fitter than I was before I got ill, 
so I thought now was the best time.” 

Today, physical reminders of Gavin’s 
cancer linger: a tingling numbness in his 
face, near constant indigestion caused by 
damage to his stomach lining, and 
doctors suspect he’ll have thyroid 
problems. Yet, although he continues to 
have yearly check-ups, he stays positive. 

And what of the sign on his wall that 
spells out his commitment to curing 
cancer? 

“It’s a bit yellow, but it’s still there,” he 
smiles. “It’s a big challenge, but I’ll either 
do it - or die trying.”

Jockey sentenced 
for benefit fraud 


A FORMER jockey who commit¬ 
ted a string of fraud offences in a 
bid to pay off a £30,000 debt to a 
drug gang, has walked free. 

Stephen Cairns, 44, falsely 
claimed housing and council 
tax benefit as well as Job Seekers 
Allowance (JSA) for almost four 
years. 

Cairns, of Munnings Close, 
in Newmarket, was sentenced 
to 12 months imprisonment 
suspended for 18 months and 
150 hours of unpaid work by a 
judge at Ipswich Crown Court 
on Tuesday. 

Cairns pleaded guilty to three 
offences of fraud by false rep¬ 
resentation, four of making a 
false statement, three of failing 
to notify a change in his circum¬ 
stances, one of making a false 
document and one of theft. 

Prosecuting, Michael Ed¬ 
monds said Cairns had begun 
claiming housing and council 
tax benefits in September 2008, 
telling officials that he was 
renting a house in Howard De 
Walden Way from a man called 
Stephen Cooper when Cairns in 
fact owned the house and used 
the name Stephen Cooper as 
an alias. During renewals for 
benefit claims Cairns continued 
to say that he was a tenant and 
he received £25,473 in housing

benefit and £3,029 in council tax 
benefit until his arrest last year. 

Between June 2009 and July 
2012 Cairns was also paid £5,140 
in JSA by claiming to be unem¬ 
ployed when he was earning 
around £24,000 a year. 

Cairns’ frauds began to come 
to light last year when he forged 
the signature of his then em¬ 
ployer Jeremy Noseda on a ten¬ 
ancy agreement which claimed 
Cairns was paying £600 a month 
when he was actually paying 
£65. 

That cost Cairns his job and 
prompted a benefits fraud in¬ 
vestigation. 

Cairns was arrested last year 
after borrowing a van from a 
friend and driving it to Norwich 
where he used blank cheques 
found inside the vehicle to at¬ 
tempt to get money. 

Despite managing to get 
£1,650 into his personal ac¬ 
count, an attempt by Cairns to 
bank a second cheque for £1500 
failed. 

However, a third cheque was 
used to get £400 from a cheque 
cashing shop. 

Following his arrest, Cairns 
admitted the frauds and told 


investigators that he had been 
trying to pay off a drug gang 
with who he became involved in 
2001, resulting in him serving a 
five year prison sentence. 

Since his release from prison 
he had been tracked down by 
the drug gang, despite changing 
his name by deed poll on a num¬ 
ber of occasions, said Cairns.

Hospital transport 
is back - for some 


HALF of patients told they were 
not eligible for free hospital 
transport have had their cases 
reassessed following crunch 
talks with NHS bosses. 

Suffolk Community Transport 
(SCT), an umbrella organisation 
which supports transport pro¬ 
viders across the county, raised 
concerns earlier this year that 
people were missing non-emer¬ 
gency hospital appointments as 
they were not eligible for free 
transport under new rules. 

Since 2011 patients can no 
longer receive free access to 
hospital transport by asking 
their GP. 

They must meet eligibility 
criteria and access the service 
by calling a centralised control 
room managed by the East of 
England Ambulance Service 
Trust. 

The enforcement of the eli¬ 
gibility criteria has meant a 
greater reliance on community 
transport providers who have 
struggled to cope with demand. 

After campaigning for talks, 
SCT managers have met with 
representatives the West Suffolk 
Clinical Commissioning Group 
and the East Suffolk Clinical

Commissioning Group. 

Yvonne Chappell, quality, 
standards and training manager 
at SCT, said: “We have now had 
a very productive meeting with 
representatives from the coun¬ 
ty’s two clinical commissioning 
groups and we have been given 
assurances a number of meas¬ 
ures have been put in place to 
improve the situation. 

“We were informed 50 per 
cent of patients who were 
originally refused transport 
have been reassessed and 
will now receive the transport 
which they are entitled to. 

“Also, representatives from 
the clinical commissioning

groups have agreed to visit 
any of our member organisa¬ 
tions who our experiencing 
a high demand for hospital 
transport to see how they can 
support them.” 

Ms Chappell said: “We fully 
understand the NHS has to 
monitor the service it offers so 
it is not taken advantage of by 
those who have other means 
of affordable transport availa¬ 
ble to them, but we were con¬ 
cerned many people were not 
receiving the access to hospi¬ 
tal transport they were eligible 
for which meant they were at 
risk of missing vital appoint¬ 
ments. 

“Secondly, the increase in 
demand on our members put 
them under huge pressure 
and that is why we called for 
an urgent meeting.” 

Delighted by the result of 
the crunch talks, Ms Chappell 
added: “We hope to continue 
to build a positive relationship 
with the NHS organisations so 
we can work effectively to¬ 
gether to ensure people across 
Suffolk are able to obtain the 
hospital transport that they 
are entitled to.”

Killer’s complaint 
rejected by court 


A LEGALLY aided killer who said 
rub-down searches by female 
prison officers violated his hu¬ 
man rights had his complaints 
rejected as trivial by a High 
Court judge. 

James Dowsett, who was jailed 
for a shotgun murder in Milden- 
hall 23 years ago, said cross-gen¬ 
der searches which strayed into 
his “intimate areas” left him feel¬ 
ing “embarrassed and uncomfort¬ 
able”. 

Dowsett was jailed for life in 
1989 at Norwich Crown Court af¬ 
ter he was convicted of the mur¬ 
der of his business partner, Chris¬ 
topher Nugent, whose body was 
found with two shotgun wounds 
to the head in 1987. 


The prosecution claimed he 
paid two hitmen to carry out the 
killing. 

He has already served out his 
21-year minimum term but, al¬ 
though he is now a low security 
‘Category D’ prisoner, he has been 
denied parole. 

Entirely at public expense, 
Dowsett - who already has a for¬ 
midable record of pursuing vari¬ 
ous grievances about the prison 
system - recruited a team of elite 
human rights lawyers, headed by 
Heather Williams QC, to fight his 
case at the High Court. 

After a two-day hearing - cost¬ 
ing tens of thousands of pounds 
- Mr Justice Silber questioned the 
sincerity of his complaints in a 30- 


page ruling and threw them out as 
‘de minimis’, a legal term meaning 
trivial. 

Dowsett, currently serving 
his sentence at Kirkham Pris¬ 
on, near Preston, insisted on 
the right to object to intrusive 
searches by women officers - 
particularly because of certain 
medical conditions. 

Miss Williams attacked the 
rub-down policy as fundamen¬ 
tally sexist - because women 
prisoners have the right to ob¬ 
ject to searches by male officers. 

Mr Justice Silber said the 
rub-downs to which he ob¬ 
jected were “very similar to the 
searches routinely carried out at 
airports” 


More than 100 drivers failed to belt up 


DRIVERS were stopped in their tracks for not 
wearing a seatbelt after a police crackdown. 

In Suffolk 107 motorists were issued with £60 
fines during a week-long enforcement campaign 
from March 11 to March 17. 

Chief Insp Chris Spinks said: "I'm disappointed 
that over 200 people ignored the importance of 
wearing a seatbelt, including over 100 drivers 
behind the wheel of heavy good vehicles on the 
counties' fastest roads. 


"As previous fatal road traffic collisions have 
shown, failing to wear a seatbelt can have tragic 
consequences." 

He said: "Seatbelts can be a major factor in 
reducing the likelihood of being killed or seriously 
injured and should not be underestimated. 

"It is an effortless task that should be part of 
a routine before starting up a vehicle and quite 
simply can mean the difference between life and 
death."

At one point the saccharine singer- 
songwriter was the ultimate girl to go 
to for whipped up indie-pop full of 
chattiness and charming lyrics, most 
of which involved skeletons, birds and 
pumpkin soup - or all of the above. 

She was punchy, sweary and head- 


to-toe in vintage, the darling of Radio 
1, the Brit Awards and the summer 
festival circuit. 

Shame she couldn't back it up with 
a memorable second album. My 
Best Friend Is You (duly Googled, 
it still doesn't stir up much of a 
memory), spiralled quickly into chart 
oblivion and was only notable for its 
blandness and truly annoying single 
Do-Wah-Doo. 

But now Nash is back and will be 
gracing the Cambridge Junction's 


stage, backed by her new all-female 
band, playing tracks from her third 
album Girl Talk. 

Described by NME as "an album 
that veers between the lush pop 
melodies of her last two LPs and 
a full-frontal riot grrrl assault,'' it's 
brighter, punkier and louder than 
anything she's released before. 

A return to form or has she just 
decided to grow up a bit and throw it 
all into her music? Either way, it'll still 
be ace for a dance.

THE ODD LIFE OF TIMOTHY GREEN 
(U, 105 MINS) 

THE Odd Life Of Timothy Green is 
a heartfelt and occasionally cloying 
fable that asks you to buy into 
its fantastical premise without 
any intention of tethering the 
underlying themes of parenthood 
and selflessness to reality. 

Writer-director Peter Hedges 
has an impressive track record for 
intimate ensemble pieces, including 
What's Eating Gilbert Grape, Pieces 
Of April and Dan In Real Life. 

His latest film might not soar to 
those giddy heights but it is still 
life-affirming and moving, wringing 
copious tears courtesy of a stellar 
performance from young actor CJ 
Adams in the title role. 

As long as you accept Hedges's 
version of events, his film possesses 
undeniable sweetness and charm. 

Once you probe the kinks in the 
script, such as how a boy can grow 
from the earth or why an entire 
close-knit town readily accepts this 
magical child, the spell is quickly 
broken. 

Jim Green (Joel Edgerton) and 
his wife Cindy (Jennifer Garner) 
live in the North Carolina town 
of Stanleyville, which is proudly 
known as the pencil capital of the 
world. 

Alas, pencils are out of fashion 
and the town is teetering on the 
brink of financial ruin, which could 


see factory worker Jim out of work 
in the very near future. 

More than anything, Jim and 
Cindy want a child but they are 
unable to conceive. So one night, 
they decide to write down the 
characteristics of their perfect child 
and then bury the box containing 
these pieces of paper in their back 
garden. 

A freak thunder storm leads to 
the blossoming of a boy called 
Timothy (CJ Adams), who has plant 
leaves growing out of his legs. 

They happily introduce the boy to 
their dysfunctional family, which 
includes Jim's domineering father 
Big Jim (David Morse) and Cindy's 
sister Brenda (Rosemarie DeWitt). 

Timothy is a loving, caring 
innocent who touches the hearts of 


everyone he meets, even Cindy's 
self-obsessed boss, Bernice (Dianne 
Wiest). He is especially drawn to a 
girl called Joni (Odeya Rush), who 
possesses an infectious lust for life. 

Their tender friendship plays out 
as Jim and Cindy learn more about 
Timothy and the reason he has 
taken root in their humdrum lives. 

Anchored by Adams's unforced 
and emotionally genuine 
performance, The Odd Life Of 
Timothy Green is a rarity - a family 
film that should appeal to almost 
every age group. 

Characters are well drawn and 
colourfully embodied by the strong 
supporting cast, including Edgerton 
and Garner as parents who think 
their dreams have been answered 
with a miracle.

wildflower 


WILDFLOWERS are back in fashion, 
according to reports on their sales. 

In the past year, sales of UK 
wildflower seeds have increased 
by 60%, thanks partly to renewed 
interest fuelled by the stunning 
wildflower meadows at the 
Olympic Park in 2012. 

The combined elements of eye¬ 
catching visual impact, ecological 
awareness and wildlife value have 
fuelled sales of wildflower seeds 
among many of the main seed 
companies, including Thompson 
& Morgan, Suttons and Mr 
Fothergill's. 

With this in mind, the Royal 
Horticultural Society (RHS) is 
playing its part during National 
Gardening Week (April 15-21) 
as its gardens across the country 
host talks, demonstrations and 
events to get gardeners growing 
wildflowers. 

Young gardeners will be 
encouraged to get their hands dirty 
and learn how to sow their own 
mini-wildflower meadow, perfect 
for attracting birds, bugs and

creepy crawlies of all types. 

More experienced gardeners can 
find out how to support the wildlife 
in their gardens through a range of 
talks and interactive workshops on 
beekeeping, managing meadows 
and more. 

Ian LeGros, curator at RHS 
Garden Hyde Hall in Essex, 
explains: "Wildflowers are 
currently going through a massive 
boom in popularity and are set 
to be one of the big trends for 
amateur gardening in 2013. 

"They are easy to plant and 
maintain, provide much needed 


habitats for wildlife and are 
valuable sources of nectar 
and pollen for bees and other 
pollinators." 

He offers the following tips to 
those who want to follow the 
wildflower fashion: 

■ Choose seed carefully. 
Wildflowers are easy to grow 
but, like all plants, need the right 
conditions if they are to thrive. 

■ Poor soil? Look to perennials. 

If you have poor soil perennial 
wildflowers will do very well as 
there will be fewer grasses for 
them to compete with. 

■ Go mad with colour. If you have 
well-cultivated soil, annuals such 
as cornflowers, corn poppies, corn 
marigolds and corncockles will do 
well. 

■ Time of sowing a meadow 
is important. An annual seed 
mix containing cornflowers and 
poppies will do better if sown in 
the autumn, while corn marigolds 
prefer a spring sowing.

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


U Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV # so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Dunlop weighs up 
Cadeaux options 



ED Dunlop is considering the next plan of attack 
with Red Cadeaux following his fantastic run in 
defeat in the Dubai World Cup on Saturday. 

The globetrotting seven-year-old has been a 
magnificent servant to his connections in recent 
seasons, going down by just a nose in the 2011 Mel¬ 
bourne Cup over two miles and winning the Hong 
Kong Vase over a mile and a half last December. 

Coming back to a mile and a quarter for the 
world’s richest race at Meydan, Red Cadeaux flew 
home to finish an honourable second behind 
American star Animal Kingdom, leaving his train¬ 
er understandably thrilled. 

Dunlop said: “All is good. He appears to have 
taken the race very well. 

“We didn’t know what to expect as it was his first 
run at the trip, but he’s run a fantastic race and ob¬ 
viously loved the surface. 

“Animal Kingdom won well and had his ears 
pricked, but if there had been another furlong we 
might have given him a bit of a fright. 

“He’s still in Dubai and as long as he stays sound, 
the plan is to go straight from there to his next race. 

“There is a two-mile mile Grade One race in 
Japan called the Tenno Sho and the other option 
is the QEII Cup in Hong Kong over a mile and a 
quarter. 

“He is clearly very effective at different 
distances, so we will weigh up what is best for the 
horse and make a decision in the next 24 to 48 hours.” 

Dunlop is looking forward to seeing Red 


Cadeaux compete on British soil later in the year, 
with July’s King George VI And Queen Elizabeth 
Stakes at Ascot a possible target. 

“There are other options abroad after that (his 
next run), but the likelihood is he will return to 
Britain,” he said. “I would love a crack at the King 
George with him, but we’ll just see how it goes.”
